I won/d beg to offer a few remarks on the state of the mine, and submit what I should 
consider would be the most desirable course to pursue, in order to give the mine a fair 
trial.

Low Moor plates could not bear a more severe test—indeed, there was no 
doubt that the quality of the iron was excellent. It might be interesting for the 
shareholders to hear that the directors had witnessed the experiments with Ucha- 
tius’s steel process, which were eminently successful, and that the patent was first 
offered to them, but, being solely an iron-producing company, they had declined 
it. It had since been purchased for the Ebbw Vale Company, who had entered into 
a contract with them for 500 tons of their iron, and would have taken a larger quan- 
tity could the pany have supplied it. He apprehended they would find a large 
market, and hoped that, in the course of the year, they would get a good supply of iron 
made in India and brought to this country.

RATING OF MINES TO THE POOR. 
The resumption of the enquiry before a Committee of the House of 
commons into the Rating of Mines, which took place on Thursday, and 
full report of which appears in another column, affords us the oppor- 
unity of considering the present position of the question, It is often 
udicious, after pursuing a particular course of action, to rest awhile, and 
ook about us, with the view of ascertaining, as we best may, the progress, 
or otherwise, we have made. Such a duty is now incident to us as jour- 
It is too much to expect our readers to wade through the vast 
of evidence contained in the report presented to the House of Com- 
mons by the parliamentary committee, as the result of their labours of 
session; and we, therefore, having the welfare of the great and in- 


luential mining interest at heart, cheerfully undertake to present au 
pitome, or outline, of the present aspect of this enquiry, as it appears 
rom the evidence already taken before the committee, with Mr. Nicholas 
Kendall, the Member for East Cornwall, at its head. We have the greater 
inducement to do this, as there is every reason to believe that great efforts 
ill be made to legislate definitely upon this subject during the present 
ession, unless an untimely dissolution should cut the thread of existence 
of the present Parliament. If, however, an argument were wanted to show 
he impropriety of tampering with question at the present moment, 
nd legislating in reference to what we have no hesitation in asserting to 
be one of the most important interests in this country, it would be found 
n the present disorganised condition of the House of Commons itself, 
nd that feverish al unhealthy state in which it now is, dnd in which it 
lways is just previous to an approaching dissolution. It is not to be tole- 
ated that the interests of the mining community should be dealt with by 
effete body which has almost run its course; for, if 80, there is no doubt 
hatever that the result will, from the nature of the case, be eminently 
unsatisfactory to all parties, and will induce further legislation in a sub- 
equent Parliament. The legislating for this, or any other great interest 
pf the country, ought, and must be, during a time favourable to calm and 
nest deliberation, if a just result is to be arrived at; and not bya Par- 
ament who may be desirous, in consequence of their present shortcom- 
ngs, to swell the list of legislative legacies to their successors, even at 
he expense of one of those great interests upon the conservation of which 
he prosperity of the country depends. Hence, then, apart from the 
merits of this question, it is incumbent upon all who are interested in this 
ital question, to see that they are not made victims of a spasmodic and 
hasty legislation, and, at least, that their earnest endeavour should be to 
prevent any legislation during the present session. 

Having during the sitting of the late committee reported the evidence 
pretty fully, it is now only necessary to give a cursory outline of the pro- 
eedings. It will be remembered that, subsequent to the introduction of 
he bill, it was virtually withdrawn by its promoters, and a motion for a 
elect committee was carried, which committee met for the first time on 
fay 30 in last year. 

The first witness examined was Mr, Lustry, who dealt with the legal 
"part of the question, and from his evidence it clearly appears that the ques- 
“tion of rating general mines did not arise until the middle of last century ; 
* and after the question had been raised in various forms it was ultimately, 
| in 1842, upon solemn argument, before a court of error from the Queen’s 

>) Bench, decided that mineral mines were not liable to be rated to the relief 
pf the poor, As to the basis of rating, he suggested that it was a question 
ppen to consideration whether royalty was, or was not, principal money 
paid for property destroyed, but anticipated that no practical difficulty 
vould arise in determining the proper amount to be rated to the relief of 
he poor. He did not conceive the rating would involve any hardship to 
he adventurers, inasmuch as if mines were productive they would not be 
josers, With an amount of credulity for which we are unable to account, 
he expressed the opinion that if mines were rated to the poor no hardship 
ould result to those engaged in mining speculations, as the lord would 
nake a deduction, and would not in that case take so much in the shape 
fdues, ‘The truth of this statement is one that will not, we fear, bear 
he test of practical experience. 

Mr. Davry followed on the same side, taking the social view of the 
uestion. He, an adventurerin mines, and the owner of considerable pro- 

tty, was well acquainted with the district of the Redruth Union, and 
boldly alleged that the heavy poor-rate of that union was caused by re- 

eving those engaged in mining labour, He instanced a case that oc- 
urred about 16 years ago, where 3000 persons were thrown upon the 
parish for relief, in consequence of a flourishing mine suddenly becoming 
poor; and yet it is such a population, engaged in such an uncertain and 
fluctuating calling, that poor-rates are to be extorted from, on two grounds 
—Firstly, as members of the general community, rated according to their 
individual holdings; and secondly, as men engaged in a hazardous occu- 
pation, the result of whose labour is to build up, by the development of 
our mineral wealth, our national greatness, ie believed the general 
opinion to be in favour of rating, and, as a landowner, he stated that a 
large majority of his class were also in its favour. Some, he said, thought 
the lords should be rated, but (of course) he objected to that; and even 
in reference to existing leases, ¢ thought the lords should have the be- 
nefit. In support of rating, he argued that the working miner would be 
benefited if the adventurer were rated, forgetting that in any event the 
rating must eventually fall upon the working miner, and that any hin- 
drances interposed to the most perfect developement and carrying out of 
mining operations must prejudicially affect the very basis of the working 
miners’ existence. Subsequently, he was constrained to admit, in contra- 
diction of a previous statement, that the iron mines and tin streams were 
chiefly worked by poor men, Confessing that the occupation was specu- 
lative, still he did not conceive that the greater burden imposed on a mine 
would discourage the working of it, 

Mr. Marniot, of Penzance, thought the adventurer would not be af- 
fected in any way by the rating; that by it the labourer would be bene- 
fited, and the mining interest remain unaffected, Mining property he 
also admitted to be very fluctuating in value; and even a profitable mine 
was only worth three years’ purchase. He thought the working miner 
would be advantaged by the rating of the mine; as he was often now a 
ratepayer, and more heavily rated than he then would be; and, moreover, 
he did not conceive that the rate of wages was increased by the non-pay- 
ment of rates. Here, again, is the fallacy urged, that any increased 
charges, or any obstacle interposed to mining enterprise, will not be de- 
structive of the best interests of the working miner, The question is not 
whether wages are increased, but whether, if this impost be saddled upon 
the mining interest, wages would not fall? In answer to other questions, 
he was clearly of opinion, that any attempt to take the “profits” of mines 
as the basis of rating would cause violent agitation throughout the mining 
districts, and seriously affect the spirit of mining enterprise. But we may 
venture to su, t, that if this measure succeed (we hope it will not)— 
if the thin end of the wedge is carelessly allowed to be inserted, what gua- 
rantee is there that upon one specious pretence and then another, the basis 
of rating mines will not be indefinitely extended ? 

Mr, W. Tuomas, a very large proprietor, conceded that there should be 
a distinction between the rating of mines and farms, but expressed his opi- 


nion in favour of the rating of the former. Mr. Thomas is, however, a 


very wealthy man, and the representative of the largest mine in the world. 
It is to him a matter of indifference what obstacles are placed in the way 
of adventurers in general, and small adventurers in particular.

He agreed with the principle laid down by Lord Mansfield, that 
mining was a commercial undertaking, attended with ter risk than 
any other; and touched upon the most delicate ground when he expressed 
the general fear to be, that rating would not only disturb existing agree- 
ments, and tax dues, but ultimately reach profits. In reference to the 
influence of mines, the opinion of this gentleman was, that they were a 
blessing to the neighbourhood. . 

Mr. Sairx, also a solicitor of Truro, was in favour of rating dues, in 
order to make the law upon the subject uniform, as some lords received in 
kind and were rated; others in money, and so evaded its payment. He 
was of opinion, legally speaking, that the lord ought to be rated. Ithad 
been decided in 1762 that all mines, coal mines excepted, should not be 
rated, and should be exempt from dues on account of the great risk, un- 
certainty, and hazard, attending the working of them; and that which 
was right in 1762 was right now. At the same time he was of opinion 
that the rate would not be productive of any serious consequences, He 
showed the great advantage which the lord, from his very position, had 
over the adventurer, being entirely without risk, On third day of 
meeting Mr. Darke, sen., of Penzance, wascalled. He first travelled over 
the historical part of the question, and described the custom as to rating. 
In answer to the Chairman, he said he did not incline to the opinion that 
money payments to the lords, by which poor-rates were evaded, tended in 
any way to increase speculation, He pointed out that in the Illogan dis- 
trict the dues received from mines were 13,213/.; whereas the rateable 
property was only 10,6707. The question was asked what would be the 
state of the district if that 13,213/, was exempt? That appears on the 
surface to be exceedingly plausible; but, there is no doubt, whatever, 
that in any event that or some like sum would have to be raised by that 
district under the present system. The paseo then, on the other hand, 
may fairly be asked, does not the annual payment of that large sum out 
of the produce of mining labour tend to create the very sad result which 
is here deplored, and insisted upon as a fact in favour of the rating of 
mines? Does not the subtraction of a large sum in that district lead to the 
reduction of the wages of the labourer, and at the same time, by its an- 
nual withdrawal, prevent its beneficial application for the benefit of the 
labourer, either in minjng or otherwise; thus indirectly increase pau- 
perism ; and at the same time put the working men, who are generally 
ratepayers, in a worse position to pay rates? Moreover, this question 
must be looked at from a general, and not an exceptional point of view. 
It must be dealt with with regard to the general nature and quality of the 
sy sought to be rated. 

r. Joun Taywor, jun., a gentleman of wide experience, was adverse 
to the rating of mines; and, from their risk and uncertainty, came to the 
conclusion that they should be exempted from ratability. He thought a 
new tax would check mining enterprise. 

At the next meeting, Capt. WritL1am Ricuarps, a mine agent of high 
standing, said that as mines greatly benefited the neighbourhood where 
they existed, they ought to be excluded from the rating. The opposition 
to rating was very strong in his neighbourhood. He was decidedly of 
opinion that if mines were rated speculation would be seriously checked. 
Mr J. Morcom, of St. Austell, was the next witness, and illustrated by 
his own experience the fluctuating nature of mining. He had expended 
50,000/,, and raised ore to the value of only 40,0007. He thought that 
mines ought not to be rated tothe poor. As to the state of pauperism— 
the average relief for the county was 4s, 54d. per head for the population; 
for the St. Austell Union, 5s, 11d.; and for England and Wales, 6s. 3d. 
He one t miners were less liable than others to become chargeable to 
the parish, as they were more provident, and had a provident organisation 
amongst themselves, 
Mr, Merepitu, of Fowey, was against the rating of mines, and thought 
they had no cause to complain of the mining poor. 
Un the fifth day Mr. Micnagrn WILttams, ar P., stated his opinion in 
favour of rating the lord upon his dues, and thought mines should be rated, 
as mining operations had a tendency to increase the poor in a district. 
Professor Smytu, from the Duchy of Cornwall, was against the rating 
of mines. The Duchy had 90 setts in operation, 10 of which were paying 
costs, and only five were profitable. On one of their mines 25,0007. had 
been expended, at a total loss of 20,000/., and so on in other cases. The 
shopkeepers and agriculturists looked with the greatest fear upon the ceas- 
ing of mines, and would rather pay the rates themselves than increase the 
fixed burdens on mines. He thought a small additional charge would be 
fatal to the prosecution of mines in Cornwall, and its tendency be to check 
any improvement in the miner’s condition. If rated at all it would be 
fairer to rate profits than dues, It was opposed to sound policy to rate 
mines at all; and he was prepared to extend the principle of exemption to 
all works where there was an equal amount of risk. 
Mr. Rorarres, M.P., had come to the conclusion that the adventurer 
could not be taxed further. He thought, however, the lord might be rated 
upon his dues. 
On the next day of mecting, Mr. Cariyon gave his opinion against the 
rating of mines. Capt. Seccompe gave some important statistics as to the 
heavy losses that had been sustained by adventures in mines; and, on 
the whole, he considered that mining compensated for the non-payment 
of rates by the payments to the provident club by the miners, and, in ad- 
dition, many of the miners were rated on their tenements. Mr. R, Taytor, 
a farmer and lime-burner, thought it a great hardship that miners were 
excluded from rating. Mr. Sawxe, M.P. for Bodmin, said his experience 
was in favour of rating the dues, and he knew, he said, that his parish 
would be better off without the mines than with them. Mr. Bocer, of 
Devonport, thought it was unfair that the parishioners, and not the miners, 
should support the mining poor, as they inevitably had to do under the 
present system. Sir JoserpH Paxton, M.P., was then heard against the 
injustice and impolicy of rating mines, or, in fact, the poor miner. Mr, 
Hussersty, solicitor and mine proprietor, explained the position of miners 
in Derbyshire, and expressed his opinion in favour of rating the lord for 
his dues, but not the mine at all. Mr. R. Bromuzy, of Derby, explained 
the principle of rating in South Staffordshire and Derbyshire, after which 
the committee adjourned until July 11. Other evidence was then given 
as to the practice in the latter districts, and then the committee brought 
their labours to a close for last session. 
We have thus indicated the general case made for and against this pro- 
posed bill for the rating of mines, as far as it can be gathered from the evi- 
dence already adduced. Our readers will thus be enabled to judge for 
themselves on which side lies policy, truth, and justice. At present, we 
forbear to comment further upon the subject, but reserve to ourselves the 
right of doing so from time to time, as the enquiry now resumed proceeds 
on the even tenor of its way. 





SECOND DAY.—Tuurspay, Fes. 26. 

This committee re-assembled for business, the first time this session, on 
Thursday last, at 12 o’clock. There were present Mr, Nicholas Kendall 
(chairman), Messrs, Bouverie, Hume, Phillips, Ridley, and Spooner,

witness examined. He said, I am a mining engineer, and reside at Allenheads, New- 
castle-on-Tyne ; also a Fellow of the Royal Society and of the College of Engineers. 
[ have been acquainted with mining districts in various parts of England, more par- 
I manage the mines of 
of Northumberland and Durham, which are most ex- 
Alston Moor very well. I have often been consulted 
by the Crown upon mining, and employed by it in different parts of England. The 


partly by shafts. They extend through a great extent of country, and chiefly on land 
of a very inferior quality as regards agricultural purposes. Some of the mines are 
successful, others very unsuccessful. There are many instanées of such fluctuations. 
The Hudgill Burn is a case of that kind. That occured in Cumberland. It was com- 
menced by adventurers who spent about 2000/. They got nothing at all for about eight 
years, It was then commenced by a fresh party of adventurers who were successful, 
al a very important mine, The mines in my district belong mostly to Mr. 
Beaumont; but in certain of the adjacent districts, the mines on Alston Moor, are 
chiefly worked by small miners. The minerals are chiefly held over large tracts of 
country by different miners. There are also some large companies. Amongst others 
n Lead Company, who work under a charter granted in the time of Queen 
Elizabeth, and who now carry on their operations on a very extensive scale in Dur- 


vein, he asks for permission to make a trial, which is then given for a certain length 
of time. They then commence to make and continue as they are successful or not. 
If successful, then they probably take a lease, and continue to work it; but it very 
frequently happens that these adventures are failures altogether. Tbe poor people 
generally manage to obtain two or three partners, who advance them money, and 


r. Ripiey here resumed his examination,—The lead mines in the 
North of England are usually rated upon a royalty charged upon the produce of the 
mine—a certain amount in kind, which the parties all pay in case they procure ore. 


It is not a fixed and certain rent that is reserved in the North of England. The 
at one time in Alston Moor was one-fifth of the produce on the east side, 
and one-sixth on the west side of the river Tyne. Those rates have been reduced; 
the first reduction was to one-sixth on east side, and one-seveath on the west 
side. A further reduction is contemplated, aud & now under ideration. Partofthe 
lead mines are rated to tue relief of the poor, and part not. "Tenccalle speaking, lead 
mines are considered to be exempt from rates, and, in fact, are so, with but one ex- 
ception, and that isin the case of Mr, Beaumont’s lead mines. The mining la- 
tion is a very considerable proportion of the whole. In the west part of the fine 
and by the lower parts of the parish, there are farmers and others of a more mix 
population. i skould say, giving a rough guess, that about one-half of the popula. 
tion in my parish are misers. The mining population of that district do not often 
become a burden on the poor-rates; sometimes they do, but not toa great extent. 
The effect of rating the lead mines in my district would, in my opinion, be very de- 
trimental to their interests. There is always a very large expenditare, at a consi. 
derable risk, even where there is production. There is a line of demarcation, where 
partof a vein can be worked at a profit and part not; and any additional imposition upon 
mines would of course make an alteration in agreements, and the practice would be 
to discourage smal! adventarers who would not undertake to try as they now do. It 
would inducea larger expenditure upon the ore, and so make a jarger proportion un- 
profitable. Considering that minerals are means of employment to@ large number 
of persons other than miners, I think any additional charge would affect the national 
prosperity. The operation of paying poor-rates upon my district which is very ex- 


ore. 


tensive would be this—that any charge upon raising the ore, whatever itis, or where. 
it comes from, will always tend to increase the expenses at which lead ean be raised. 
We pay about 1000/, a-year, that is about 1000/. additional charge on the r of 


the ore of that district. A large number of persons are employed in raising ore that 
is not profitable at all, but it is hoped it will become so. hatever, therefore, les« 
sens the expense is beneficial, but the imposition of a poor-rate would tend very 
much to discourage adventure, and also, of necessity, compel a less number of men 
to be employed in those operations which are unprofitable. I feel quite satisfied 
that the non-payment of rates in my district has been beneficial. The miner is not 
particularly venturesome. In my view, they are at present prosperous, and are a 
steady, well-conducted class of men. If the poor-rate was imposed, a great number 
of them would be thrown ont of employment. If mines are to berated, the only prac- 
ticable mode, as regards the North of England, would be to lay the rate upoh the 
dues actually received by the lord. I produce a copy of the resolution, ata 
vestry meeting, held on May 18, 1833, that Mr. Beaumont be rated to the relief of the 
poor, and rates have been paid. I do not know that taking duty in kind has been in 
operation more than two or three years, so that, practically, we do pay in money. 
The rates paid since 1833 had averaged 1000/. a year. In addition to that, there was 
a claim for poor-rates about six years ago, for a yas of the machinery employed 
upon a part of the mining property. That case, I think, affords an example of the 
practical difficulties in the way of rating. We put up some new machinery—two 
engines, worked by hydraulic machinery. The cost of these engines was 2500/., and 
jew | were valued by the people who laid on the rate at 48,0007, Of course, we ap- 
pealed against that rate, and it was quashed, The reason of the exemption of lead 
and not coal mines from poor-rates was, I believe, nist made during the time of 
Queen Elizabeth. Coal mines at that time were worked with greater facility than 
they now are, being near the surface, and the produce could be soldat once; whereas 
it was found necessary to send to foreign countries for skilful persons to work the 
mineral mines, In the reign of Queen Elizabeth great pains were taken for that pur- 
pose, and I believe the intention of the Legislature was to encourage that description 
of mining by exemption from imposts of that kind, I believe that to be a sound 
legislative view, and I consider, with regard to the North of England, it would be 
sound policy to continue that exemption. [ would not have the law altered from 
what it is at present. We have very excellent clubs and benefit societies, whieh I 
believe would not be promoted or improved by — general measure of rating setts. 
We have not only a system of very sound benevolence, as regards the workmen ge- 
nerally, but the clubs, that are by working men themselves, are very large, and well 
supported. Mr. Beaumont contributes 5/, per cent. upon the amount raised, and 2/, 
per cent. upon the amount invested. The funds of the club are applicahle for the 
purposes of sickness and want of employment. The allowauce is 6s., 8s., and 10s, 
per week. The funds are also available for old age, and the benefits are to all that 
subscribe. The amount of rates collected last year amount to about 2120/., which 
makes the poor-rate about 3s. 8d. in 1/. In my opinion, the levying of the poor-rate 
upon adventurers such as Lam acquainted with in my district would, upon the whole, 
be injurious to the mining adventurer, I think that it would not only diseou- 
rage, but would really prevent the poor man from working mines, Supposing 
the rate were levied, I think there would be very great difficulty in its collection. In 
the first place a man might be called upon ina year, and it might be thatin that current 
year of paying the rate they might be getting no profits at all. I think that in that 
class of mines the particular difficulty of the rate would be in receiving anything. I 
think the statement of the produce of the 38 mines on Alston Moor, last year, was 
about 73,300/. altogether. It is impossible to say what the cost of working those 
mines would be. ‘I'he produce of some of them was large, as much as 36,000/., while 
others only produced as much as 5i/., 6/., 8/., and 10/., and some under 5/. In fact, 
however, the difficulty would soon come to an end, for the mines would, I think, be 
abandoned, and more men would go upon the parish for want of employment than 
any relief obtained from mines of this ch would p te for. If an addi- 
tional rate were put upon them they would not be worked at all. Iam not authorised 
to state the opinion of Mr. Beaumont, but I believe he is rather favourable to rates. 
By the Cuarnrman,—The general health of the mineris good. The rates 
are high, beeause the general body of rate payers are small, and it falls heavily on that 
small part. It is very much complained of. The south part of Allenhead is the 
mining portion. At the northern part are agriculturists and smelters. The parties 
on the north side have very much interest in the south. The principal business on 
the north side, a small market town, is smelting, which gives employ ment to a great 
number of labourers, and those have small farms. Then they have better roads, a 
greater population, and a greater demand for houses hoor The highway-rate 
is paid by those who pay the poor-rate.—If it is such a benefit, why do they complain ? 
It never has been otherwise. If there was to be acessation of mining labour, that 
would be a time when the rate would press heavily, If there were to be any additi- 
onal charge upon mines, I believe a great number of men would be thrown out, and 
that the parish would suffer more by that than it does now.—Are you prepared to 
say that‘you think the northern side of Allenhead ought to pay the whole of the poor- 
rates in consequence of the benefits they receive? I think it is their interest to do 
s0.—Do they pay higher wagesin consequence? The mines being thus, I think there 
is better employment, a better demand for houses, and a sounder state generally. Any 
diminution of the present state will be a diminution of the general well-being of the 
country. The poor-rates have not increased during the last few years; and as to the 
clubs, there is nothing compulsory.—Do you think the ratepayers have an interest 
almost direct, and that that interest is such that they alone ought to pay the rates, 
and that the parties making a profit should in no way contribute to the relief of the 
poor? Toacertain extent, l agree with that view. Toa certain extent, those who 
employ the labourer should in part take care of him. The greater part of the land 
is of no value agriculturally. The ratepayers of my district are in favour of the rate. 
Miners are not considered long-lived, but I consider that they live above the average. 
There is no great sickness caused by the mines among them. They work eight hours 
a day, and five days a week. In summer they@re occupied as agricultual labourers, 
The working of mines has increased the value of the land, and property. 

Mr. Puiiurpes,—3s. 8d. is the average poor-rate, and the high rate 
is to be accounted for by the absence of property on which to lay the rate. The qua- 
lity of lead varies in the mines. The profit depends on the quantity. 

By the Cuarrman,—In the parish of Allandale, about one-half of the 
population are miners. The agricultural parts are chiefly used for grazing. The 
north part of the parish has a great interest in theoperationsof thesouth. Smelting 
was a chief operation in the north. If the mines were not there, there would be no 
good roads, The south part of Allandale belongs to a great number of proprietors. 
They have always had to pay the whole rates, and have always complained of the pay- 
ment. I think it is to the interest of the north part of Allandale to pay all the rates, 
as they derive profit indirectly from the mines. The population has been brought 
there by the mines. Each man invests what he likes in the society, and there is no- 
thing compulsory with regard to the clubs. There are very few accidents in our 
mines, Mr. Beaumont spends more gratuitously on ill and old miners than as a rate- 
payer he would be called upon to do. Ifa rate were laid on the mines for a few years, 
it would be a relief to the rest of the ratepayers. In Alston Moor they never have 
paid poor-rates. If one were now levied, it would prevent small miners’ speculations. 
There are only three of the thirty-eight mines in Alston Moor thatare large concerns. 
The small mines are advantageous, as the miners support their families in a respect- 
able manner, and all the miners are employed. There is not much discontent about 
the ratepaying. Ifa poor-rate were imposed, it should be upon the lessor instead of 
the lessee. In the parish of Wendron, tuere was an agreement ihat the lessee should 
pay all imposts. . 

B Mr. Bouveriz,—To a certain extent the expenses fall on the lessor 
instead of the lessee. The poor-rate operates badly on the adventurers in mines, by 
increasing the cost of working the mines. 

By Mr. Hume,—Few miners arrive at extreme old age, but the gene- 
rality exceed the average of 45. The average of deaths is 13 in 1000—one-half of the 
average in the kingdom. The advance of agricultaral science, and the age we livein, 
has no material effeet on the value of the land. The population is less than in a til- 
lage country. In the North of England property maintains its own poverty toa 
great extent. In Allandale, the mines are the chief cause of a dense population. 
There are no farmers in the parish who are not mixed up with the mines, If the 
mines were not there the parish would be of little value. It is not, in my opinion, 
a species of gambling for the poor man to embark in the mines without capital. He 
obtains capital from other persons, and supplies the labour. 

By Mr. Srooner,—The dues to the landlord, and rent paid to a land- 
lord by his farm tenantry, do not admit of comparison, as the first is dependant on 
circumstances, and the second is not so, The dues are paid for the exhaustion of the 
property . P 

By Mr. Bouverte,—The machinery is not rated, but only the produce 
of the mines. ; ; 

By Mr. Sroonrr,—Dues are sometimes paid where there are no profits. 

By the Cuarmman,—A certain proportion is paid upon the ore raised, 
without regard to the loss or gain. One-half is a fair t to be don the 
lessees’ royalty. Coal mines were exempted in the time of Queen Elizabeth, in order 
to encourage foreigners. R 

By Mr, Rintey,—Mr. Beaumont’s smelting-works are in Allandale. 
In Allandale the rates are 1000/., of which Mr. Beaumont’s smelting-works pay a 
considerable portion. Most of the agricultural labourers are employed in the mines. 

By the Cuarrman,—In a great number of cases, if the tax were im- 
posed, as the line of demarcation is now so well defined, all the ore not taken out 
would be so much ore lost.

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE MANUFACTURE OF Inow.—The plan of Mr, M. 
8. Salter, of New Jersey, for making wrought-iron direct from the ore, is, we perceive, 
reduced to successful and profitable practice in New York. For several months part 
the process of making wrought-iron directly from the ore has been in operation at 
Mott Haven (cight miles from the City Hall), where is exhibited wrought-iron (blooms) 
made at a ton a turn, costing §24 the ton, and selling at 852. The manufacture of 
iron, from time immemorial, has been condueted, but with little change in method, 
and may be divided into two great heads: Firat, the production from the ore of pig 
or cast-iron, by smelting, by means of blast farnaces. Second, the conversion of the 
pig-iron into a malleable state, in small low furnaces called refineries, or clse in pud- 
dling furnaces, and the rolling the iron into bars. In the first process, the ore (an 
oxide of iron) is de-oxidised by being burnt with some carbonaceous substance, as 
charcoal, coke, anthracite, &c. After a certain time (two or three hours) the ore in 
the furnace is wholly deprived of its oxygen (de-oxidised) and bas become pure, soft, 
or wrought-iron : and it is here that it is desirable that the process should be arrested. 
But, unfortunately the materials in the ordinary furnace are shut up from the view 
for twelve hours, and there are no means of ascertaining when this important reeult 
has been arrived at, nor how toarrest it when found. Consequently the metal being 
left in contact, with thecoal, the same agent which had freed it from its oxygen, now 
commences to undo the work it had completed. The iron becomes deteriorated by 
the absorption of carbon, and is converted into a carburet of iron, or pig iron ; a pro- 
duct more compact and portable, indeed, than the original crude ore, but still re- 
quiring the second expensive process, mentioned above, before it can become wrought 
or merchantible iron, The discovery or invention patented by Mr. Salter, of New 
Jersey, for making iron direct from the ore ina series of open chambers, supplies the 
de-ideratum referred to above, aud enables the smelter to arrest the first process ut 
the very point where the deoxidation of the ore bas been completed, and before the 
ivjurious absorption of carbon has begun, Pe asthe skilfnl cook removes her roast- 
ing joint from the fire the moment it is cooked, and prevents it being spoiled by being 
overdone. By this method only one process is needed, and wrought-iron of a pure 

uality is prodneed at the same expense as pig-iron, the latter worth $30 the ton, the 
ormer $35 to $90, The patent right secures to Mr. Salter ‘the process of manufac- 
turing iron directly from the ore, ina furnace of three combined chambers, one above 
another, all actuated by the same fire, whereof the upper chamber is used for heat- 
ing and deoxidising, the middle chamber for flusing and working, and the lower

The great delay which occurred in the issue of the Board of Trade Re- 
turns of Exports and Imports of the United Kingdom, for the month of 
December, 1856, which were alluded to in our remarks of last week, has 
brought the statement for January so close upon the former, that we have 
now again to refer to the commercial statistics of the country, instead of 
a month intervening between our comments on this head, 

The Board of Trade promulgated their official statement for the first 
month of this year, on Wednesday last, which is accompanicd with an im 

rtant improvement over all preceding publications of this nature, by the 
addition of the names of the places whence imports are received, and for 
which exports are shipped, thus enabling the trade and commerce of this 
country with continental and other states to be readily determined. We 
confine ourselves, however, as heretofore, to the exports identified with 
the branch of British industry, which the Minino Jounnat more parti- 
cularly represents, and we find that their declared value was 1,830,859/., 
as respects exports, for the month ending Jan. 31, which is an apparent 
inerease of 257,0217. over Jan. 1856, but as there isa falling-off in lead to 
the extent of 1,543/., it follows that the balance increase is 255,478/. 
The continuous improvement which took place, month by month, through- 
out the year just closed, and which produced such an extraordinary result 
in the aggregate, is carried on, it will be seen, in almost equal ratio during 
the first month of this year, and although the augmentation over Jan. 1856 
is not quite in the same proportion of improvement which the entire year 
of 1856 demonstrated, yet it is full evidence, that there is every proba- 
bility of an extraordinary advance, even on the unparalleled increase of the 
twelve months closing with December. A little reflection on passing 
events must show that no other result can occur; the magnitude of under- 
takings which are going on, or are proposed, throughout the worid, and 
which will require every article associated with or resulting from mining, 
must produce a demand, to an extent hitherto quite unknown. 

We have long foreseen that stirring times were coming on in all matters 
associated with mining, and continuously have we urged our readers to 
be prepared for changes of no ordinary kind, To a great extent our anti-

fear of political and financial circumstances, that when it is let loose in 
support of projects of national industry, there are no means of determining 
the point to which things may be raised.

actions in mining shares has been established by their introduction into 
the official buSiness of the Stock Exchange, and the Government returns 
which we now furnish are unquestionable evidence of the remarkable in- 
erease which is going on in every branch of industry and enterprise, while 
the unusual high price of ores and metals gives beneficial results to the 
producer. Altogether, therefore, we are justified in looking to a period 
of great national prosperity during the coming spring and summer, and in 
no section of England’s commerce will it be more apparent than in the 
different branches of mineral production and manufacture. 
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favourable as could be anticipated; tne late local mismanagement of the affairs presented by metallic matters; and there seems every reason to believe, that 
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Alas! it is with sincere feelings of affliction we have to dilate upon the 
unhappy event recorded in our last Journal. Upwards of 180 of our fel- 
low beings have been hurried suddenly into ony witbout any prepara- 
tion, while the distress and misery entailed upon the carrounding district 
have been of the most harrowing and calamitous description, an widows 
and orphans are now bewailing the loss of their husbands and fathers—in 
fact, the whole of the surrounding localities are enveloped in mourning. 
The Lund Hill Colliery, where this fatal accident took place, has three 
shafts—an upeast or working shaft, a pumping shaft, and one for ventila- 
tion. The shafts are about 40 yards distant from each other, but are situ. 
ated nearly at the points of an imaginary right-angled triang'c, the pump- 
ing shaft being towards the west, and the ventilating one in a southerly 
direction, with the long leg of the triangle between them, The upcast or 
working shaft is about 226 yards deep, and frow it the main levels run 
nearly north and south for 500 yards, with an inclination or rise of Lin 
14. The principal seam of coal is known as the Barnsley eight feet, or 
thick bed; there is another, of less importance, known as the Abdy mine, 
which is, however, not nearly sodeep. The Barnsley thick bed is regarded 
throughout as a fiery coal, giving off on occasions explosive g26 1n con- 
siderable quantities. The explosion took place on the 19th inst., at about 
half-past 12 o'clock, while operations were suspended for dinner; it was 
accompanied by a report which was heard for a couple of miles, and the 
whole neighbourhood was shaken as if an earthquake had taken place. 
The violence of the explosion tore the drawing ropes, and blew away the 
frame or chair in which the corves were drawn up; and some hours were 
oceupied in replacing the apparatus, About 4 o'clock several men were 
let down, they found 19 of the miners crowded about the shaft waiting to 
be drawn up, and these are the only persons who were then saved from the 
destruction which had so fatally and disastrously overwhelmed their com- 
rades, who but a few hours before were in the full pride vf manhood ani 
glow of health, The men who went down the shaft penetrated 400 or 510 
yards along the main tramways, and were obliged to recede on account of 
the sulphur; 13 bodies were picked up, some of them frightfully mut- 
lated; the ventilation was stopped, the banks and bords all blown out, 
and the earth and coal torn down in such large masses as effectually t 
stop the course of the air in those parts where the men had been at work; 
and those who had not perished by the explosion must have been sutfo- 
cated by the inflammable gases which had been generated. The air-shalt 
was surmounted by a chimney some 20 feet high, volumes of smoke were 
observed to issue from it between 2 and 3 o'clock ; this afterwards increased 
to a great body of flame. The coal in the pit was, by the accumulation of 
the gas, fired, and about 7 o’clock the flames were from 50 to 60 feet above 
the top of the chimney, casting a vivid glare over the surrounding country. 

A conference of the proprietors and managers was held, and it was, 
ifter consideration, determined at once to close the mouths of the shafts, 
through which the air was drawn into the pits. Planks were placed over 
the entrances of the shafts; on these were heaped loads of gravel: the 
flames began to abate nearly as soon as it was completed, and by half. 
past eight o’clock had almost entirely disappeared from the surface. The 
following persons explored the mine shortly after the accident :—Mr. 
Wensrer, of Hoyland and Elsecar Colliery; Mr, Mappison, manager 
of the Wombwell Main Colliery; Mr. J. Hoytanp, of the Warren Vale 
Colliery; Mr. B. Hortanp, Joun James and Exsas Wu.cock, of the 
Darley Main Colliery; W. Duckwortn, of the Wombwell Main (ol 
liery; Cuantes Cooxson, of the Hoyland Mines, and James Harni. 
[he closing-up of the mouths of the shafts was the result of the advice of 
Messrs. WensteR and Mapprson ; the motives urged were, that as the fire 
was blazing between the principal drawing-shaft ond the air-shaft wit) 
great vehemence, it was apprehended, in case of delay, the coal betwee 
the two shafts would give way; a fall of stuff would then ensue ; this 
would cause the shafts to fall in, and should this have occurred, it would 
have been a matter of impossibility to have worked the two pits without 
the necessity of sinking new shafts, and, at the same time, it would no 
have been possible to have recovered the bodies of the deceased miners. 
According to the account of the parties who were the first to descend, 
was at the peril of their lives, and they were forced, after an examinattot 
which extended over some considerable length, at last to ascend to the sul- 
face, if they would not imperil their own safety ; indeed, great fears wer 
entertained while they were down thatthey would notcome up alive agai, 
the rapid extension of the flames having put the searchers in so much 
danger. On Wednesday, Mr. Nichotas Woop, Mr. Grorar Ex1ror, and 
Mr. Woopnovse, met the local committee, to consider what steps were 
be taken further with regard to the regulation of the pit. The Governmen' 
Inspector, Mr. Cuartes Mouton, has expressed his opinion that whi 
has hitherto been effected was, under the circumstances, the best thst 
could have been devised. It has been admitted that Lund Hill Colliery 
was well ventilated, the air-ways were spacious, the ventilating current 
sufficient, and that from the first the proprietors had spared no cxpens? 
in doing all they could to make and keep the workings in the safest stale 
possible ; the seam is admitted to be fiery, but the accumulations of £2 
even small in bulk, were rarely discovered. The firemen were undet 
strict rules of discipline; and Corsripag, one of the firemen, states thi 
up to the period of the accident he believed the mine safe, The syste? 
of working waa that of “ leading and following” banks; the ventilatio® 
round the face of the coal was considered excellent, and no pillars hav? 
yet been “ robbed” or “ got.’””, The mine has been worked two yea" 
and although, during the time it has been in operation, the average q8"" 
tity raised has been 690 tons per diem, yet only 13 acres have been “ 0! 
Candles, however, were almost invariably the illuminating power, and 
safety-lamps were rarely used, the exception only being whon it was 
known that fire-damp existed. 

On Wednesday, after the report had been received from Messrs. W2? 
sren and Mavpison with regard to their proceedings, the proprietor of 
the collieries authorised Messrs. Extior, Woop, Woovnouse, and Hott, 
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to form a committee to take what steps they might deem necessary, with 
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a view of re-opening the pit and recovering the bodies of the workmen. 
This responsibility they have undertaken ; the previous measures they do 
not consider satisfactory ; and they have thought the only course to be 
adopted was that of filling the pit with water, The down-cast shaft has 
already been opened, and this has really become an up-cast shaft, as the 
water has already stopped the communication between the two, The up- 
cast shaft they had found open, and the temperature in it was 99° —40° more 
than it should be—thus proving that the fire was still burning, it was im- 

sible for them to descend the shaft, on account of the water filling the 
bottom of the down-cast shaft, and all are of opinion, that any attempt 
to get into the pit would be attended with great danger, and they had 
under consideration the propriety of filling the pit with water, in order 
to extinguish the coal still burning, this, however, was not decided upon, 
although it might be found expedient to turn the brook into the pit ad- 
joining the works so as to quench the fire. The Government Inspector 
has expressed his concurrence in these measures, which the committee 
have taken charge of, as well as in the change of management which has 


n place. 

We Love endeavoured thus succintly and briefly to relate the catastrophe, 
and the means about to be pursued for the re-opening of the pit. We could 
have stated more in detail, and alluded to harrowing individual circum- 
stanves which have attended this fearful and appalling calamity, that has 
entailed distress and bereavement on the locality; we could cite instances 
of heroism which have been unparalleled even on the battle-field or the 
deadly siege—but we spare our readers the recital of exertions which have 
been unavailing, and endeavours, though praiseworthy in themselves, ren- 
dered fruitless by the course of events. All honour tg the proprietors of 
the colliery; a8 soon as possible they endeavoured t-, alleviate the inevitable 
distress which had befallen so suddenly a m9 of persons, A donation of 
500/. was immediately given by them, in, order to provide for the wants of 
the surviving sufferers, and this ger sroug example, we are glad to find, is 
being followed by others. A meeting was held on Thursday last, at 
Barnsley, at which Mr. 5. ’ayzor, in the unavoidable absence of Eat 
FrezwitiraM, presided, Resolutions of sympathy with the bereaved 
families, and of thar,¢g to the men who so nobly descended the mine at the 
risk of their ow%, lives, on the day of the explosion, were passed, and a 
subscription commenced, which has since been increased to 1000/, Pro- 
mises of assistance have been received from London, Leeds, Sheffield, 
Wak:fteld, &. The Loxp Mayor's name appears on the list of sub- 
sctibers, and Mr, A. F. W. Montaau, of Melton Park, has given 1000. 

On the subject of the cause of the accident, in addition to the commu- 
nications which will be found elsewhere, we have heard a variety of causes 
assigned for the explosion, One letter states, notwithstanding what has 
been averred to the contrary, that the ventilation has long been deficient 
—that 200 beings required 600,000 ft. of pure air, when, probably owing 
to the state of the weather, there was not half the quantity ; and reasons 
are assigned for the ignition of the furnace. Another states that the 
mine has not been often enough and properly inspected. Mr. Wanino- 
ts Smyru observed, some few days since, at the School of Mines, there 
was scarcely ever a colliery explosion, that there were not numbers of in- 
dividuals who could tell how the accidents occurred, and were able to 
provide nostrums for their prevention; but, in his opinion, whenever 
these lamentable occurrences took place, they could be generally traced to 
a defective mode of laying out the workings in the first place; and in 
this opinion we cordially coincide. We do not mean to infer such was 
the case in the present calamity, and we shall suspend any expression of 
opinion upon the subject until we see the report, and thus be able with- 
out prejudice to judge for ourselves. Crude notions and vague theories 
we unreservedly dismiss. The committee is composed of colliery viewers 
of the greatest eminence in England; they have not shrunk from their 
arduous task, and, from their known skill and character, we have no doubt 
they will ably and justly perform their duty, and point out some remedy 
whereby accidents of such magnitude may be ina great measure obviated. 

It may be remembered we mentioned that safety-lamps were seldom or 
ever used in these workings, but invariably candles: may not the acci- 
dent have arisen from the incautious use of one of these > The seam, it 
appears, was fiery, The miners in Yorkshire, it is well known, have a 
great dislike to lamps, and notwithstanding the repeated warnings the 
have had from the several explosions in their vicinity, still prefer to out 
with candles. Should not, then, some stringent legislative enactment be 
passed, rendering it incumbent on all colliery owners and labourers to use 
safety-lamps? They are much more economical, and afford greater secu- 
rity, even if they do not in every case afford so great an illuminating 
power as a candle. We merely throw out these suggestions, convinced 
that, if practicabls, they will meet with duc attention in the proper quarter. 

Referring batk, we find that, in March, 1847, an explosion occurred at 
Ardsley Min Colliery, distant about 14 mile from Lund Hill, by this 73 
on were killed; on Jan, 24, 1849, 75 lives were sacrificed at Darley 

Main; and on Dec. 20, 62 persons were immolated at Warren Vale Col- 
liery, about six miles from Lund Hill; while the present catastrophe com- 
prizes in numbers greater slain than the previous three. 

All the resources of practical knowledge combined with science will be 
brought to bear to put the pit again in working order. Benevolence will 
not be wanted to cheer the heart of the widow and alleviate the wants of 
the orphan. The calamity may only in the course of a few years be re- 
garded as a casualty—we do not wish that it should be considered in this 
light; the recurrence of these frightful events, if they cannot entirely be 
prevented, should be considerably lessened, ‘The = remedy for this is 
education ; a man ought not only to know his work practically, but the 
principles which direct it. Lives must not be sacrificed either to false 
economy on the part of the owners, or, what is more to be dreaded, the 
recklessness of the operatives: one careless act of the workmen at times 
not only sacrifices his own life but a whole hetacomb of others, besides en- 
tailing for many years on the survivors all the woes of the direst pauper- 
ism and its concomitant evils, 
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When the Geelong and Ballarat Railway Company wasannounced, great 
efforts were made by opponents to the project to produce an impression on 
the public mind that the Government of Victoria would take on itself the 
construction of the different railways throughout the colony, and that a 
delusion would be practised if undertakings, promoted in this country for 
that purpose, proceeded under the idea of the question being left to indi- 
vidual enterprise. It was, however, very evident that personal interests 
swayed the opinions expressed, and the object sought wasnot the patriotism 
expressed, but that time might be obtained to secure the concession or Act 
of Incorporation on their own account, to deal with hereafter in this or 
other money markets. 

From the commencement of the question of Australian railways we op- 
posed the idea of Government interference. We could not bring ourselves 
to believe that any Legislature would for a moment desire to interfere 
with commercial undertakings, or to attempt to carry through projects for 
railway expansion in direct opposition to the principles laid down for the 
conduct and guidance of all colonial executives. Besides which, we 
readily saw the utter impracticability of the matter, as a Government mea- 
sure, in a financial point of view. Everything which has occurred since has 
strengthened us in this, and we havo direct information to the contrary in 
the present advices from Australia, They announce the opening of the ses- 
sion of the Colonial Legislature under the new system of two chambers, and 
the Governor, in his speech, draws the attention of Parliament to the 
(uestion of railway intercourse throughout the colony, but in such a 
manner as to destroy, im toto, the idea that it was desired as a national 
undertaking, or in any way than as a matter which should be left either to 

© enterprise of the colonists themselves, or to capitalists in the mother 
country, In fact, so little seems to be thought in the colony of Government 
interference in the subject, that scarcely any of the papers allude to the 
Point; but, on the contrary, there are many comments in the reverse sense. 

The Melbourne Argus says that, ‘‘ Assuming from the tone of the senti- 
ments uttered by various correspondents, and at several meetings of the 
colonists in Victoria, they seek only a fair equality in railway benefits 
with those of the adjoining colonies of Sydney and Adclaide—and we 
think it can be most easily shown that the united prayers of the whole 
colony for railway extension ought to be immediately granted—English 
capitalists, properly protected, will be very willing to pour in their capi-

sum at the common rate of 5 per cent. would be 1,653,898/. per annum, 
and as the rates in Victoria range from 8 to 25 per cent., it would absorb, 
under the best circumstances, an annual sum of 2,644,072. to approxi- 
mate in any degree to the current value of investments. We can scarcely 
believe that there is a man in the colony mad enough to advocate such a 
scheme ; and the gigantic sum mentioned is evidence in itself that the re- 
port of the surveyor was nothing more than an idea of what might be 
brought before the Legislature, in different shapes and forms for railway 
extension, and that the Legislature might have statistical infurmation to 
guide its decisions, His report represents seven groups of railways, 
with an aggregate capital of 70,000,000/., but as several are mere repeti- 
tions of the same route, by different diversions, they dwindle down to three, 
and require the sum mentioned as necessary for the completion of the 
railway schemes for the colony, 

If a cheap system of railway construction were proposed, we can con- 
ceive the propriety of the Government of a new colony undertaking the 
task ; but regarding the railway question in its generally accepted terms 
as regards outlay, we must reiterate our opinion that it ought to be left 
to private enterprise. ‘The entire population of the colony is 350,000, so 
that the cost of the railways would entail an outlay of about 94/. per head 
on every man, woman, and childin Victoria, The Geelong Advertiser very 
wisely remarks that they shall ever object to the colony at large being 
taxed for the furtherance of railway construction, calculated only to be- 
nefit certain portions of the country, to the exclusion of the rest. ‘‘ Leave 
us to private enterprise,” says the editor, ‘and a railway will soon be 
made from Geelong to Ballarat. Ifa railway be a desideratum from Gee- 
long to Ballarat, or from Melbourne to Castlemaine, or elsewhere, let the 
parties interested supply the capital, and a guaranteed interest on the 
amount would hardly be felt.” This, no doubt, is the sound view of the 
subject, and is evidently the one which alone animates the colonists, 











In the course of last summer we drew attention to an operation in prac- 
tice near Twista, in Germany, by which copper ores of a low percentage 
were reduced by means of acids. The details we were enabled to afford 
our readers on that occasion were somewhat meagre. At the same time, 
we mentioned there was a process of a like nature which was successfully 
carried on at Foldal, in Norway; an account of this has been forwarded 
to us, and in our next Journal we shall be able to enter into full details. 
It appears that where coal is cheap, and water-power easily obtained, and 
this last of no great extent, that ores of 1 per cent. of copper can be fully 
utilised to a profit, In drawing the attention of our readers to this, we 
have only to remark that if it can be practically carried out in England it 
will be a great boon, as quantities of poor ores at present which will not 
pay the heavy charges on them, can be reduced with advantage. We trust 
that this process, which has been tried there, and found to answer so success- 
fully, will be fairly tested here, and its commercial merits fully ascertained. 








Tt may fill the pockets of fictional writers to scribble chapters upon the 
“‘Circumlocution office.” It may suit the designs of agitators and dema- 
gogues to create political capital at the expense of the admiuistrators of the 
civil government of this country; but we believe the opinions of thought- 
ful and intelligent men are not in even the slightest degree influenced by 
such general slanders, We admit there are evilsin the machinery of our 
Government—evils both acute and chronic; but such evils are not only 
few, but being the essential conditions of human institutions, we must 
submit to bear them until we become gods, and shall be enabled to perfect 
what we construct. In our opinion, the slanderers of our public depart- 
ments have a very unpopular case, and one which is every day becoming 
more worn out and used up; for all honest men, who have the opportu- 
nity of judging, join in the admission, that, as a general rule, our public 
offices are now well served by competent, zealous, and liberal officers. 

The above reflections have been suggested by a perusal of the report of 
the Inspectors of Factories for the half-year ending Oct., 1856—a report 
that not only attests the superior intellectual powers of the gentlemen 
whose work it is, and whose very valuable labours it records, but also con- 
tains words of great comfort to every patriot, inasmuch as it lucidly de- 
tails and tabulates facts which abundantly prove the healthy and progres- 
sive state of our textile manufactures. ith these prefatory remarks, 
we proceed to present to our readers a general view of the contents of the 
report, for the most part in its very words, feeling assured that, though 
the details may be dry, yct, when mastered, they will not fail to instruct 
and to satisfy.

The facts shown by the report appear to be, that the factory system is 
increasing rapidly ; that, although the same number of hands un em- 
ployed, in proportion to the horse-power, as at former periods, there are 
fewer bands employed ia proportion to the machinery; that the steam- 
engine is enabled to drive an increased weight of machinery by economy 
of force, and other methods; and that an increased quantity of work can 
be turned off by improvements in machinery, and in methods of manu- 
facture, by increase of speed of the machinery, and by a variety of per 
causes, The melancholy part of the report is the number of deaths an 
accidents suffered by the factory operatives uuring the process of amanu- 
facture ; a subject which should, in our opinion, receive the further con- 
sideration of the Legislature. : ' 
We cannot refrain from stating, in conclusion, that the Report of the 
Inspectors of Factories presents many points of excellence that are well 
worthy of imitation by the Inspectors of Coal Mines, and other public 
officers, whose duty it js to make periodical reports. 





We briefly alluded, last week, to the fact that the terms and particu- 
lars of the concession by the Russian Government for the construction of 
railways throughout the imperial territory had been determined upon and 
made public, and repeated the views we had before expressed on the im- 
policy of British capitalists investing in so more than doubtful an enter- 
prise. We should not have been at all surprised had we since lea 
that where Russian influences are known to prevail, as at Berlin, the new 
stock would have found ready buyers, the terms being apparently favour- 
able enough for the sharcholders, and not unreasonably advantegeous for 
the Government. 

It scems, however, that even in Berlin no buyers could be found on the 
terms first proposed ; so if we are right iu imagining that the Berlin mar- 
ket was first tested, in order to influence speculators elsewhere, the scheme 
has failed. A marked fecling of distrust has been evinced towards the 
proposition, and this circumstance cannot fail to have its effect in other 
markets. Various reasons are assigned for the disfavour shown ; amongst 
others, the very serious position in which the contractors place themsel ves 
by undertaking to finish the works within a fixed period, wailst the in- 
numerable events which might occasion hindrance and interruption to 
their operations too readily suggest themselves to every mind, Failing 
completion of contract, the Government, of course, would step in, and 
“take over” the works. Meantime, during their progress every provision 
is anticipated whereby advantages may result to the Government and its 
employs, Officers of the Imperial Engineer corps will be permitted, on 
the application of private companies engaged in constructing railways or 
other works, to assist in such works, without losing their status, or posi- 
tion, On the contrary, the period during which they may be thus em- 
ployed will be reckoned as part of their public service. Thus skill or 
aptitude in their temporary vocation will be rewarded by Government by 
promotion or otherwise. Three years is the fixed term of such service, 
but this may be prolonged under special circumstances. Thus, by am 
apparent generous sacrifice of the services of its officers, the Russian Go- 
vernment proposes to educate an efficient staff of practical engineers, well 
versed in the minute details of the most important branches of modern art 
and science, and perfectly competent to complete the works which the 
concessionaires may fail in finishing within the stipulated period. 

In the City Article of the Times of Thursday last objections were urged 
to investment in Indian railways, on account of various peculiarities—as 
that they will be at a distance beyond European supervision; that the 
East India Company are the sole landowners ; that the advantages of the 
works, although prospectively very great, in a commercial sense, are pri- 
marily of a military and political character; and that the government of 
the country not being vested in the public, no one could calculate on the 
future contingencies, either of war or other events, which might interfere 
with the basis on which an outlay might be originally undertaken. — 

Dismissing these objections as applied to railways on British territory, 
supervised by British subjects, and having in view the development of 
British resources by the employment of British capital, on which ground 
they are altogether inapplicable to and ineffectual as against Indian rail- 
ways, let us apply them to the Russian scheme, and then who can fail to 
appreciate their unanswerable force and cogency ? 

nder whose supervision, on whose land will the Russian railways be > 
Are they not—not only primarily, but prospectively also—of a military and 
political character? In whom is the government of the country vested, and 
who can calculate on the future contingencics, either of this or other events 
that may interfere with the basis on which the desired outlay is proposed 
to be undertaken? If there be any British capitalist who hesitates as to 
the character of the proposed schemes, let him answer these queries to 
his own satisfaction, and then invest forthwith. 

It may be of interest to contrast the following return with the weekly 
statements of traffic and receipts on British lines. We need make no 
comment upon it. It is sufficiently suggestive :— 

** A recent statement of the working of the Petersburg and Moscow line during the 
last year showed that in the twelve months 962,193 persons had travelled by it; 23 
pouds of goods had been conreyed by it; the receipts amounted to 6,500,000 roubles 
silver, and, ifthe charges for for warding troops and the mail were included, 7,500,000. 
These receipts averaged per day 20.500, and per verste 12.422 roublessilver. This is 
the result ofthe working a line between the two capitals of an empire of 60,000,000 of 
people during a year which was signalised by a coronation and enormous popular 
feativities at the less important of the two capitals, so that a!l who took a part in the 
Moscow ceremonial festivities or preparations, whether coming from St. Petersburg 
or from foreign countries, were necessarily conveyed along the line at least twice.”

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TH% MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL] 

Fes, 26.—It is believed that the copper standard will not sustain any 
considerable fall, although for the last two or three weeks it has exhibited 
a drooping tendency, At the sale at Truro last week, there was again a 
decline ; but it should be recollected that a lower rate is generally given 
by the smelters at the third sale in the month, consisting of the eastern 
ores, than at the other sales, The decline last week was in the case of 
the ores of low produce. For those parcels of Devon Consols, West 
Caradon, &c., which were of good produce, the standard was firm ; but 
there being a very large quantity of poor ores sold at the same ticketing, 
for which the standard was low, it so affected the average of the ticketing 
as to show a decline, Comparing the standard last week with that in the 
corresponding weck of 1856, the advantage on the sido of the miners this

The value of our exports in 
1856, of wrought and unwrought copper, amounted to nearly one-fifth 
more than in 1855; and in tin there was about the same increase, In 
lend the increase was nearly one-ninth. It is satisfactory to see that there 
13 an improving tendency in the price of this metal. 

he Mining School at Truro is making progress ina quiet way, and 
certainly the Institution possesses some advantage over schools not in a 
wining district, inasmuch as the pupils are enabled to visit mines in the 

tedruth and Gwennap district, whenever it may be thought desirable. 
They may thus be taught practical dialling underground, and may see 
something of mining operations and machinery. If the school were more 
amimediately in the midst of a mining district, it would be still better, 
The institution is not the best that could be designed, but probably it will 
Jead to something better. The two-horse pumping engine, so liberally 
presented to the school by the Messrs, Harvey, of Hayle Foundry, is 
stated to be a beautiful model of machinery ; and it will, no doubt, greatly 
assist in familiarising the pupils with the arrangements and working of 
the most improved class of steam-engines, 

The West Cornwall Railway half. yearly meeting, took place on Wed- 
nesday. The profit for the half-year amounted to 54857, which was 
carried to the general revenue account, no dividend being declared. The 
directors regretted there was not on the West Cornwall Railway that 
gradual development of traffic, which is observable on most other rail- 
ways in the kingdom, which they attribute to the isolated position of the 
line. There was no falling off in the passenger and general merchandise 
traffic; the decrease in gross receipts was altogether in the mineral traftic, 
consequent on the produce of those mines immediately adjacent to the 
line, having been much less in 1856 than in 1855. The accounts showed 
the ore traffic for the six months ending Dec. 31, amounted to 18,620 tons, 
for which the receipts (less paid for cartage, poundage to copper com- 
panies, &c.) were 2039/. 7s. 9d. Now this, it is observable, amounts to 
about 2s. 3d. per ton, as the average charge for conveying copper ores to 
the port of shipment by railway; and as the freight to Swansea is about 
3s. 6d. per ton, the two amounts will make 5s. 9d. per ton, as the ex- 
pense of conveying the ores to be smelted. Why then should the smelters 
deduct so much a 2/. 15s, per ton for “returning charges,” i.e. for 
carriage, freight, and smelting? There is a mystery about the trade 
which ought to be cleared up. 

, An accident at Boscean mine last week, whereby two men lost their 
lives, occasioned a report in the neighbourhood, that sufficient care had 
not been taken by the agents to prevent accident, it being a dangerous 
operation, the letting go an accumulation of water in some part of the old 
workings. It was also said, that the two men had been threatened with 
dismissal if they would not work at that spot, This was disproved at the 
inquest, by the evidence of Captain Trezise, and a son of one of the de- 
ceased. The jury were also satisfied that there had been no want of 
proper Pecautions prior to the accident. But admitting this to be true 
in thig particular case, accidents do sometimes occur through culpable 
negligence on the part of mine agents, and coroner’s juries may not 
always be a0 ready to exonerate such agents, as they generally have been 
hitherto. There have been cases in which the public mind has not been 
very well satisfied with the verdicts of coroners’ juries. 

There has been a fair business doing in mining shares, and very few 
haye any idea that the standard will drop to a serious extent. Alfred 
Congols is looking well, and shares are at 22/. Wheal Buller about 25/. 
West Basset, 35/. 108. Wheal Bassets have changed hands at 285/. and 
2907. Wheal Cliffords have again advanced to 570/. and 580/. West 
Seton has a lode in the 136 east, producing 12 tons per fm. worth 10/. per 
ton. Grambler and St. Aubyn, 115/. and 116/. Condurrow is looking 
well, and shares are about 160/. Several shares have changed hands in 
Whceal Margaret, at from 65/. to 75. Wheal Margery, 34/. Wheal Kitty 
(Lelant) is looking very well. North Frances, 18/7. 10s, and 19/., but not 
much doing at present. East Bassets are well held, price about 68/. 
Shares have changed hands in Pendeen, at 2/7. 10s. and upwards, Con- 
siderable confidence is expressed of good results in Cook’s Kitchen. Rose- 
warne shares, from 434, to 45/. West Frances, about 33/. It is said that 
East Wheal Rose is looking better; and Cargoll shares have advanced to 
28/. and 307.

THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF STAFFORDSHIRE, 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON. ] 

Fes. 27.—The iron trade continues to exhibit a steady degree of activity; 
orders from America come in steadily, and the aspect of the trade is gene- 
ally healthy. 

Generally the trades of the district show a considerable amount of slack- 
ness, arising chiefly from the high price of copper, tin, zinc, and their al- 
loys, which have necessarily raised the value of hardware goods, and for 
the present have so far unsettled transactions as to make business uncer- 
tain and to limit orders to the least possible amount. This check to ac- 
tivity it may be hoped will not be lasting, although the scarcity of raw 
materials must, while it lasts, operate as a check upon trade. 

The Board of Trade returns for 1856, and those since published for 
January last, show that up to the end of the latter month the trade of the 
country continued to exhibit that remarkable progress which marked it 
during the whole of last year. The Board of Trade returns appear this 
year in a new form, giving the principal countries to which the various 
articles are exported. From this we gather that during the month of 
January the exports to the United States show a great increase as com- 
pared with the same period in the two previous years, and this was re- 
markably the case in respect to iron, the export of which shows a con- 
siderable increase generally. France and Spain are increasing their im- 
port of coal and culm from this country, this article being largely on the 
increase as one of the exported commodities. Another noticeable feature 
is the great increase of the exports to minor countries—minor as consumers 
of British goods—and which are described generally in the tables as 
** ytier countries.” This is another indication that British manufactures 
are finding their way to new markets. Probably the great demand tor 
corn and for all kinds of raw produce has helped to afford a means for the 
purchase of British goods, As another indication of the same fact it may 
be observed that the tin and japan goods made in this town and Birming- 
ham are being sold increasingly in the Mediterranean ports, and that 
merchants are sending for samples of locks and other hardware manufac- 
tures, with a view to introduce them at Constantinople, Almost every 
enterprising English resident there becomes an agent direct or indirect for 
introducing British goods to the notice of the people. Whether the exports 
for the present and ensuing month will continue to show the same increase 


as last month it is difficult to say. The following table gives the declared

An important case was decided by a jury in the Walsall County Court 
i few days ago. Itisa general rule in this district for workmen to be 
required to give a fortnight’s notice before leaving their employment, 
and it is a very common occurrence at petty sessions for one or more men 
to be brought up for leaving their work without notice, for which they 
ire liable to three months’ imprisonment, with hard labour. In these 
cases it often happens that the men set up a complaint of the iron they 
have to work being bad; and it is often stated that, although the masters 
require this period of notice, they discharge their men without any notice 
whatever. Of course, the magistrates only apply the penal sentence of 
imprisonment when the men are obstinate, but a good deal of bad feeling 
is caused by the working of this system. It may be remarked that some 
of the ironmasters scarcely ever have any of their men brought up on this 
‘or, indeed, any other) ground of complaint, and regard it as a point of 
honour not to require the assistance of the gaol and the treadmill in ma- 
naging their men. In the case referred to, a carpenter working at an 
ironworks was discharged without notice, and claimed wages due after his 
discharge. The defendants were Messrs. Lloyd and Foster, of Wednes- 
bury. The cause of the man’s discharge was a want of timber, and it 
was stated that he had been told a month previously that he wasat liberty 
to leave. The jury gave a verdict for the plaintiff. It seems very de- 
sirable that the agreements between masters and men should be more care- 
fully made. It would surely be easy for a man to be taken on trial for a 
fortnight, being liable to be discharged during any day in that period, and 
afterwards the master and man to be equally bound to give a fortnight’s 
notice. If in the case of the master this would involve a serious loss when 
work was scarce (although a little forethought would probably avoid this), 
it might be restricted to three days’ work a week, At any rate, there 
should be in all fairness a mutuality in the agreement, which the masters 
would lose nothing by according, and faithfully carrying out. It is un- 
loubtedly as serious a thing—nay, more serious—for a man to be dis- 
charged without notice as fora master suddenly to be deprived of his men. 
In all these matters a clear understanding, and an opportunity, when dis- 
putes occur, for the men to Jay their complaints before the employer him- 
self, would prevent much bad feeling, and be productive of soubenl bens 





REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, ann LANCASHIRE, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 

Fes. 27.—The latest accounts from the district respecting the position 
of the Iron Trade indicate a sound and healthy business. The orders for 
home consumption are steady, while the demand for iron for the Conti- 
nent is gradually increasing, a steady quiet trade is being transacted, and 
there is an entire absence of speculation; prices are well maintained, and 
we hear few complaints of under- selling, 

The Returns of the Board of Trade for December show a very favour- 
able result with regard to metals,—an increase in the exportation of 
141,9337. having taken place, whilst hardware, cutlery, and machinery, 
increased in as great a ratio, The demand for Scotch pig-iron is steady, 
and Derbyshire pigs continue to realise late rates. 

The Coal Trade is steady, notwithstanding the increased and increas- 
ing supplies, and prices have been maintained with great regularity. The 
trade in Derbyshire and Yorkshire is rapidly increasing. The Winger- 
worth Coal Company have commenced to sink a new shaft at Grassmoor, 
near the main line of the Midland opi U not far from the new works 
which were commenced some months ago by the Messrs. Barnes. Several 
new pits are about being commenced in Auckland, which are expected to 
yield a large supply, the mineral traffic from each on the railway having 
been estimated at 4000/. a-year. Besides these, some others are being 
sunk in the Barnsley district. The coal traffic on the South Yorkshire 
line is rapidly improving, and the directors at their next half-yearl 
meeting will recommend the payment of a dividend of 4 per cent., whic 
is much greater than the sharebolders could have expected a short time 
ago. ‘The coal traffic by railway exhibits an increase of 7091/., as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1855, although the rate obtained 
has been on a reduced scale to meet the competition at present existing 
in the various markets, 

A melancholy gloom pervades the coal districts of Yorkshire and Derby- 
shire, and every other mining county, at the unparalleled catastrophe at 
Lund Hill, near Barnsley, which has sacrificed, according to the latest 
and most authentic accounts, 182 lives, if not more. It would be impos- 
sible to describe the scenes of agony which have been witnessed by the 
widows and children of the unfortunate men whose bodies now lie sub- 
jected to the influences of heat and water, and whose identification it will 
be almost impossible to satisfactorily establish. Mr. Morton, the Govern- 
ment Inspector, has been in constant communication with the committee 
of scientific gentlemen who have been acting for the proprietors of the 
mine. The greatest commisseration is felt for the sufferers, and subscrip- 
tions continue to be received from al] parts of the country for their relief. 
The proprietors of the colliery have given 500/., Earl Fitzwilliam, 100/., 
Mr. A. F. W. Montagu, of Melton Park, 100/., and several other liberal 
sums have been received by the committee organised to afford relief to 
the distressed families. 

The progress of lead mining in the Peak of Derbyshire is going on 
satisfactorily. The Brightside ore when weighed this week amounted to 
about 75 tons, which was sold at 14/. 2s. 6d. per ton; and the Eyam 
measure of to-day is not less than 100 tons. 

It is currently reported that the Brough Mill, formerly fitted up for 
gold extracting, is not unlikely to be employed in converting the pig-lead 
of Derbyshire into pipes and sheets. There is abundance of water-power 
and a powerful wheel; although we allow that the carriage is no consi- 
deration, inasmuch as the amount charged for the pig-lead from Derby- 
shire to the various towns of England would pay for the carriage of the 
manufactured article, and that the gentlemen in possession of this lease 
have capital for any such purpose; yet we venture to suggest to them, 
in the mildest way possible, that the most material point is not touched 
—manzgement! Unless that be of a higher order than we have ubserved 
in some golden schemes (we must not say which), we would strongly 
advise these gentlemen to touch not pig, or pipe, or sheets, save those 
they snore and dream in. 

The North Derbyshire Mining Company have secured the services of 
engineers, workmen, &c., and the necessary machinery is nearly new, and 
will be in operation shortly. Mr. Cooke, of Hathersage, a manufacturer, 
who resides within two miles of the company’s mine, had 80 shares 
allotted to him previous to his departure to France a fortnight ago, and 
on calling at the mine on his return home on this evening, accompanied 
by a French gentleman, he had a premium of 10/. offered on the 2/, ex- 
tension shares, which he refused to take. 

The transactions on the North Derbyshire Railway Shares are all in 
biddings, there are none to offer in the market, all the shares having®been 
taken up, and the holders of original or extension shares, each refusing 
to put a price on them. : ; 

The monthly measure of ore at the Eyam mine will, we believe, be 
100 tons, thus verifying our prediction, made several years ago, that 
Derbyshire is the county to which the capitalists of England should 
direct their efforts to develope its mineral wealth.

Fen. 27.—The improvement that was former!y confined to certain 
classes of goods has extended during the last few days, and become more 
general, Pig-iron is not now the only article that finds buyors, for other 
irons are better sought after, and the prices tolerably maintained. Tho 
quotations given in my last remain firm; that is to say, puddled iron is 
pri ed at from 165 frs, to 170 frs., and several lots have gone off at the

No arguments were advanced by the learned 
counsel, who contented themselvcs with banding in the docnments to Sir J. Patteson. 
When the right hon. gentleman has duly considered the matter he will make his award, 
which it has been agreed on both sides shall be final.

The Association For THe Prevention or Steam Borter Expiosions 
usual monthly meeting was held on Tuesday, at the offices in Manchester, when the 
chiet inspector (Mr, R. B. Longridge) presented his monthly report, from which the 
following are extracts :—During the present month, 257 firms have been visited, 673 
boilers inspected, and 69 engines indicated. ‘The principal defects which have been 
observed in these boilers are as follows: —3 boilers dangerous, from over pressure ; 
3 boi'ers dangerous, from corrosion or fracture of plates; 3 from injury, resulting 
from deficiency of water; 8 boilers injured from the same cause, but not considered 
dangerous; 3 boilers not provided with sufficient safety valves. In two cases the 
water gauges were found inoperative and in four others the pressure gauges were far 
from correct. 


A model of Mr, Henry C. Hurry’s Improved Railway Crossing has been 
exhibited at the Institution of Civil Engineers, The objects sought to be attained 
were to make a perfect continuity of the main line rail through all crossings, without 
** point and wing” (or “ elbow ”’) rails, and to effect a saving in the expense of the 
permanent way of railways. By perfect continuity of the main line rail through 
crossings, the extra wear and tear which at present took place at crossings, both to 
the permanent way, and to the rolling stoe<, was prevented and the dinger of wheels 
getting off the rail, or on to the wrong rail, particularly in“ elbow ” crossings was 
removed, The steeled ** pointand wing” and “ elbow ” rails used in tne constraction 
of crossings, parts iavolving considerable wear and expense, were removed, In thi+ 
improvement, where a main line was crossed, the rail crossing, in approaching the 
the point of crossing, was raised to about 1 ¥ in. above the level of the main line rail. 
The crossing rail, both inside and outside the main line rail, was cut at such a distance 
as to allow of the free passage of wheels uoon the main line, and both ends of the rail 
were bent down for about 1 foot, so that the extreme points were on the same level ar 
the main line rail. Between the end of the rail and the outside of the main line rail 
was laid a packing at the same level as the main line, and in the line that the flanges 
of wheels traversing the crossing would take, of a sufficient width to allow for devia- 
tions of gauge. Between the inside of the main line and the end of the crossing rail 
was placed a movable packing, or wedge, which rested upon inclines in such a way 
that it might be raised to the level of the main line, or lowered sufficiently to allow 
the flanges of wheels upon the main line to clear. This movement was produced by 
the action that reversed the points leading to the crossing. By these means a level 
and continuous way was made for wheels to pass along (upon their flanges) for the 
distance between tne ends of the cut rails of the crossing line. The gauge was main- 
tained by a check rail. In the crossing of asiding rail with a siding rail, the movable 
packing was not required, as it was not necessary to keep the continuity of either 
rail. In this cage both rails were cast in the same way as the crossing rail before 
dercribed, and they were laid on the same level, their ends being bent down as de- 
scribed, to the level of a packing laid 1\¢ in. below their general level, and so placed 
as to carry wheels when traversing either line, over the distance between the ruils, 
the gauge being kept by check rails.

from the bursting of the glass, although for a considerable period, extending over 
several years, 18,000 of them have been constantly in daily use, They are constructed 
on an economical principle, and very portable, and the cost of consumption of oi! for 
12 hours will not exceed ld, At this time, with the details of the late feariul ex- 
plosion before us, it isa matter of paramount importance that those entrusted with 
the management of collieries should adopt the most efficacious mode of safe lighting, 
4 8 to prevent the ignition of inflammavle gas in the various seams, which are so 
liable to change and materially differ in their nature, As there is no access to the 
flame from without, the lamp will be found usefal and applicable for warehouses, holds 
of ships, or any buildings where care is demanded in order to avoid accidents by fire. 
The lamp has been exhibited at the Royal Institution, and Prof, Faraday has highly 
approved of the principles on which it is constructed, Mr, Warington Smyth, of the 
School of Mines, has likewise given a favourable opinion of its utility, and when more 
generally known, combining as it does safety with economy, and 4 good illuminating

Sarery-Caces.—Mr. Jos. Hen. Van Hengel, of Chaussée de Malines, 
Antwerp, has invented a new safety-cage. There are the ordinary guide-rods, fur- 
nished with grooves and catches. Springs to engage in the catches are held back by 
the rope, until the rope breaks, when, engaging in the catches, the cage is prevented 
from descending, A cap is fixed above the cage, supported upon four pillars, to pre- 
vent the falling chain, &c., from coming into the cage. 


Manvuracrure or Zinc.—Messrs. G, Darlington, of Kingston, Jamaica, 
and J, Darlington, of 36, Cannon-street, City, have provisionally specified some im- 
provements in the manufacture or production of zine or spelter, They take the ores 
of zine, either blende (sulphide of zinc), calamine (carbonate of zinc), or any of the 
other varieties of zinc ores, and after pounding or crushing them to a proper degree 
of fineness, admix them according to their several compositions, as it may be found 
necessary, with any or all of the following substances—that is to say, lime, limestone, 
lapeinder, or any natural or artificial product yielding silicate of iron, silica, or sili- 
ceous matter, oxide of tron, or iron and coke, or any other suitable carbonaceous 
matter. The ores and the admixture, made of any or o! all the foregoing substances, 
being placed in a reverberatory furnace, or mixed with the fuel of a blast furnace, 
ure tu be exposed to a sufficient degree of heat to effect the chemical reactions neces. 
sary to the production of the oxide of zinc, They then cause the oxide of zine to be 
passed through a fire, either enclosed in a furnace, or in tubes made of clay or any 
other suitable material; these tubes to be of any number or size, and to be placed 
horizontally, inclined, or vertically, and the production of metallic zinc to be effected 
by causing the oxide to be passed through such tubes in contact with coke, charcoal 
coal, coal tar, vapour, or any other convenient reducing agent, The temperature 
necessary for the reduction may be obtained by the application of external heat, or 
in such other manner as may be decmed more fitting: the zine vapours from the 
apparatus above described to be condensed by means of a suitable arrangement for 
the purpose. 

Castine Merats,—Mr. Henry Adcock, of City-road, has provisionally 
specified an improvement in casting iron and other metals, which consists in employ- 
ing bigh!y heated moulds, and in causing such moulds to be thus heated :—sand 
moulds are to be made in the ordinary manner, and then placed in an ordinary 
muffle, but at some inches above the bottom, so that the drying may be by the moulds 
being heated on all sides, and at the bottom by the heated air therein, After the 
drying process has been carried on sufficiently long for the moulds to be gradually 
dried, and the moisture dispersed from them, the fire is to be increased until the 
moalds are brought to a very high degree of heat; the iron or other metal is ran inio 
the moulds, and then the oven or muffle, together with the moulds and castings 
therein, are to be allowed to coul down. 


Exrractinc Metats rrom THER Ores.—Messrs. Stopford T. Jones 
(Greenwich) and Josiah Harris (Dolgelly) have specified their invention for an amal- 
gamating machine, to extract gold and silver and to separate iron from crushed mi- 
neral ores in water. They make a water-tight hollow case, say, about 5 ft. deep by 
20 in. square, to amalgamate about 4 tons of crushed mineral ore per day, or larger 
or smaller, in proportion to the quantity of crushed mineral! ore to be treated, Suc) 
machine they call an amalgamator ; the bottom to be semicircular. Inside of this 
ease they have one or two fans, one of them having twoor more blades; but four are 
preferred; such blades to work near the bottom with spindle and bearings, Each 
blade is perforated with numerous holes, and may be turned up atthe ends. The 
other fan is placed above the lower fan with spindle and bearings, and has alo two 
or more blades, being made of open ribs and bars, Oneor both these fans can be used, 
as most suitable, to the crushed mineral ore to be operated upon, Attached to the 
amalgamator is a feeder, to convey the crushed mineral ore and water into the amal- 
gamator. The feeder has an opening near the bottom, through which the crushed 
mineral ore and water pass into the smualgamator, and thereby comes into contact 
with the mercury with which the amalgumator is charged. The fan or fans, being 
revolved by any usual gearing, will agitate and mix up the crushed mineral ore, water, 
and mereury. An opening is made near the top of the amalgamator to ullow the 
refuse crushed mineral ore and water to pass out. Atthe bottom of the amalgamator 
is fixed a tap, for the purpose of drawing off the mercury and the gold and silver 
amalgam. Connected with the feeder they place a series of magnets or magnetic bars, 
to take up the iron that may be in the crushed mineral ore and water, so as to pre- 
vent altogether, or as near as possible, its passage into theamalgamator, These mag- 
nets or magnetic bars can be made to revolve or remain stationary, and are so placed 
as to be removable, changed, and cleaned at pleasure, 


Dry Crusurna.—Mr. John Walker, of Cowper-street, City-road, has 
invented an improved description of stamps, by which mineral can be crushed dry 
with the greatest facility. Heretofore the chief difficulty in stamping dry has been 
the great trouble and labour of keeping the bed clean, which is rendered easy by 
making the stamps’ head of a V shape, and providing a bed of a corresponding form, 
so that the ore to be eruahed may be fed in both from the back and front of the stamps, 
passing off immediately ander the head. ‘This system will be almost invaluable 
where water is scarce, and with the inventor’s stamping machine for crushing the 
stones as drawn from the mine, will be a great acquisition in mining operations. We 
shall shortly pablish an illustrated account of the invention. 


Sream-Borters.—Messrs. R, Orrell, J. Cleminson, Wm. Barraclough, 
Low Moor, engineers, provisionally specified some improvements in steam-boilers for 
preventing explosions thereof, which consist in adapting to the inside of steam-boilers 
certain improved mechanism, in connection whieh a float, #0 contrived und arranged, 
as that, when the level of the water in the boiler is either too high or too low, steam 
passes from the builer into the furnace, and, blowing open tne door, gives notice to 
the attendant that something is wrong, and either damping or putting out the fire, 
as the case may be. ‘Che improvements further consist in connecting a steam-gauge 
with the aforesaid water-float, for the purpose of indicating the height of the water 
in the boiler, in lieu of the ordinary water-gauge commonly employed for that pur- 
pose, The nature of these improvements will be better undersiond by the following 
description of the means by which they may be effected ; and, first, as regards the 
construction of the mechanism connected with the water-float, it is as follows:—Toa 
casting suitably affixed to the inside of the boiler a pedestal is fixed, and supports by 
its upper end the axis of a vibrating lever, to one arm of which a stone float is con - 
nected, and to the other arm a weight to counter-bulance the aforesaid float. To the 
above-mentioned casting are connected the upper ends of the pipes employed for esta- 
blishing a communication between the two furnaces, and tothe upper end of each of 
these pipes another pipe is screwed, in which is fitted a valve for closing the opening 
at the top of the aforesaid pipe, as also for covering openings made around the lower 
part of the upper pipe. The upper part of cach valve stalk has a slot formed therein, 
through which the before-mentioned vibrating lever passes, and, according as the 
float either rises too high or falls too low, in like manner the lever will lift one or 
other of the valves, and allow steam to pass froin the boiler into the furnace, as before 
mentioned. ‘The safety-vaive also operates in a similar manner when the pressure of 
the steam in the boilers exceeds the weight attached tothe vaive. The peculiar fea- 
tures in these improvements consist in so arranging and disposing the mechanism 
employed as that it cannot be tampered with, that it is self-acting, and that it obvi- 
ates the possibility of explosion. 


Muttirvrnutar Strram-Borters.—Mr. W. R. Whitmore, Cambridge- 
terrace, Clapham-road, proposes some improvements in “ multitubular doilers” (in 
which the heated current from the fire passes through a series of tubes placed in the 
body of the boiler, and surrounded by water). Instead of making the tubes of a cir- 
eular section, which is the ordinary plan, he makes them triangular, by which « 
greater heating surface may be obtained in a given space, and prefers to place these 
triangular tubes in rows, leaving continuous uninterrupted channels between the rows, 
to facilitate the passage of the heated water and steam; these channels may be pa- 
rallel or tapering, or of variable width. The triangular tubes may be manutactured 
by similar processes to those employed in the manufacture of cylindrical and other 
tubes, They may be ofa perfect iriangular form, or more or less rounded, 

Mapame Tvussaup’s Exutsition.—A portrait model of Leopold Redpath, 
so well known for his fraudulent practices while in the service of the Great Northern 
Railway Company, has lately been added to the numerous objects of interest and 
euriosity in this well-known establishment. The figure is most life-like, and is con- 
sidered an excellent likeness of that notorious individual.

At the Institution of Civil Engineers, on Tuesday, a working model of 
Lapham’s ** Method of Regulating the Height of Water in Steam-Boilers” was ex- 
hibited. This consisted of « pipe and cylinver in communication, situated at the proper 
level of the water in the boiler, which were kept filled with cold water. Two pipes 
proceeded to this cylinder, the one from the steam portion of the boiler, and the other 
from the water space. When the water fell below the proper level, steam would pass 
through the lower, or water pipe, and expanding the water in the cylinder and pipe, 
would cise an expansive action against an india-rubber diaphragm, to which was 
attached a lever, acting by cranks and levers upon the valve in the feed-pipe. 








Tue Devon Ikon Minino Company (Lourtep),—The object of this
